The ju ry which heard the liquor 
law violation ease against Thomas 
Hammond 
in court 
Thursday 
and 
Friday, could 
not agree and 
was 
discharged late Friday 
by Special 
Judge Barrett. The jurors stood ten 
to two for 
conviction 
when 
they 
were discharged, it was understood. 
The state will insist on a retrial of 
the ease 
in the near future, 
it 
was indicated today. 


The defense in the Shauck 
ease 
filed a motion the other day asking 
that jurisdiction in the ease be giv­ 
en hack to Judge Sparks, and taken 
aw ay from Mr. Barrett. The argu­ 
ment on the matter was heard this 
morning. 


The 
defense contended that 
on 
their first motion seeking a change 
of venue from Judge 
Sparks, 
that 
the court named three local attor­ 
neys, and Oates Ivetehum was sel- 
c ted as special judge. Mr. Ketchuin 
declined to serve as he had 
been 
consulted to assist in the prosecu­ 
tion, and had knowledge of certain 
facts in the ease.

In socking to have the jurisdiction

Deaths in the Grotto grade crossing 
crash last night mounted to 17 today 
as three separate inquiries into the 
cause were started. 


The 17th victim was Mrs. Ethel 


Marriam, of Indianapolis, formerly 
of Delaware county, who died in 
city hospital of a fractured skull. 
Her husband and a'"daughter also 
were killed. 


Indianapolis, Oct. 15—<U.R>—Six- 


teen draped bodies rested in rows on 
tables in the City hospital today, 
victims of a crash between an inter- 
urban car and a truck trailer carry- 
ing members of the Sahara Grotto 
of Masons to a barn dance at Fort 
Benjamin Harrison. 


Six men and women were in the 


hospital in serious condition and 13 
others -were injured in the collision. 
Harry Stewart, 38, 
driver of the 


truck; William M. Merril, motonnan 
of the internrban car, and Hal D. 
Titus, conductor, were under arrest 
on orders of Chief of Police Claude 
M. Worley, charged with involuntary 
manslaughter. 


The Indiana Public Service Com- 


mission, Coroner C. H. Keever and 
the Indianapolis police department 
launched separate, investigations in- 
to the cause of the wreck, seeking to 
determine whether'any criminal lia- 
bility 'was involved. The. conductor 
and motonnan provided bond, but 
the truck driver still was in jail, all 
three charged with manslaughter. 


Perhaps 50 persons men, women 


and children, were in the truck and 
trailer, singing, playing musical in- 
struments when the 
truck 
drove 


onto a track its driver said he did- 
n't know was there. 


The truck cleared the track, bnt 


the trailer wa sstrnck broadside and 
smashed to splinters. The internr- 
ban, a car of the Honey Bee line, 
carried fragments a quarter mile 
down the track before it stopped, 
although the motorman had thrown 
on the brakes at the instant of the 
collision. 


The vestibule of the 
internrban 


was smashed, and the conductor and 
motorman were injnred, bnt none of 
the passengers was hurt. The ear 
was backed to the scene of the 
wreck to aid in rescue work.
